They said Afghan military officers have 
been ordered to clear their actions with 
Soviet officers and that the Soviets are in 
control of key airfields. 

Meanwhile, the officials said, Soviet parat- 
roopers have been kept on what was 
described as" moderate alert ” in tlte south- 
ern part of the Soviet Union.

Municipality plans for a booming Jeddah 


By AbdnUah Jafflrf 

JEDDAH, Sept 19 — A total 
of 26 bridges are planned in Jed- 
dah, according to Mayor 
Muhammad Said Farisi. 

He toldAniA Afcwx that the tity 1 s 
population is' expected to jump 
from 381,000 in 1971 to 1.65 mil- 
lion ia 1991, hence tbe need for 
those bridges to avoid bot- 
tlenecks. 

He said that the Airport Bridge, 
which will be completed within a 
year; covered six million square 
meters and was the largest in the 
Middle East. 

The new flyover on Prince Fahd 
Strefct will be five kilometers long 
and wlD be buQt in three stages. 
The first stage, which will cost 
SR130 million, will take 10 
months to complete. 

Arab engineers from Lebanon 
were supervising construction and 
special units costing SR12 mill in n 
each were used for casting cement 
for the bridge. 

Farisi said that a tunnel was 
originally, planned instead of a 
bridge, but its construction would 
have taken 12 years and tbe neces- 
sary infrastructure would have 
been too complicated. 

A bridge from Medina Road to 
Mecca which will meet Prince 
Fahd bridge will be 12 kilometers 
long and will cost SR370 million: 

Another, from tbe port, to the 
airport, Obhor and from there to 
Zahaban, off Medina Road, will 
be 74 meters wide outside tbe city 
and 70 meters in it. 

The mayor said that studies and 
surveys prepared by tbe Consul- 
tacts Robert Matthews- 
Johnson- Marshall and Sirt Jack- 
son Company showed that the 
population in the city's central 
area had risen from 190,000 in 
1971 to over 630,000 in 1978. 

Studies also indicated that the 
city’s labor force had increased 
from 69,000 in 1971 to over 

100.000 in 1978. They estimated 
that the labor force will pass 

175.000 in the central part of the 
city by 1990. 

They also showed that some 

60.000 vehicles went in and out 
the central area. Therefore, the 
Master Plan for Jeddah called for 
a new road to serve the airport and 
link the coastal road through the 
central area. 

Internationally known city and 
traffic engineers were hired to give 
counsel.

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U.S., Turkey resume 
talks on future of bases 


ANKARA, Sept. 19 (R) — 
Turkey and the United States 
resumed talks Wednesday on the 
future of U.S. bases here, less than 
three weeks before the present 
agreement between the two coun- 
tries expires. 

The two sides have spent the 
last nine months trying to work 
out a formula for continued 
American use of the bases, some 
of which could be crucial for 
monitoring Soviet compliance 
with the SALT II Strategic Arms 
Limitation Treaty. 

Turkish government sources 
said they expected to reach 


agreement, but not before the cur- 
rent accord expired on Oct. 9. 
They said the U.S- would be 
allowed to continue using the 
bases during the interim period. 

U.S. sources said the main dif- 
ferences between the two sides 
involved the manning and use of 
the more than 20 bases, and the 
nature of U.S. military and 
economic aid to Turkey. 

U.S. scanning stations in Tur- 
key have taken on added impor- 
tance since similar installations in 
Iran ceased to operate after the 
Islamic revolution.

Six schoolteachers 
murdered in Turkey 


ANKARA. Sept. 19 (API — 
Two gunmen shot and killed six 
vocational schoolteachers at their 
living quarters in the southern city 
of Adana Tuesday night, police 
reported Wednesday. 

Two other teachers and a 
janitor were wounded in the 
attack. 

The victims of the massacre 
were all young male teachers who 
lived in a bachelors' wing of the 
teachers' dormitory. 

The gunmen, masked and carry- 
ing pistols, entered the building 
late evening when the teachers 
were watching television in a 
recreation room. 

The gunmen tied the teachers 
together, ordered them to lie on 
the floor and pumped bullets into 


their heads, police reported. The 
assasirts got away in a car parked 
nearby and driven by a third 

accomplice. 

The cause ot the massacre was 
not immediately clear. Four of the 
dead were identified as leftists, the 
officials said. 

Adana, an industrial center and 
Turkey's fourth largest city, has 
remained a hotbed of political vio- 
lence despite mania! law rule- 
since the start of the year. 

Martial law was declared in 13 
of Turkey' s 67 provinces at the 
end of December in an effort to 
stem escalating gang wars bet- 
ween rightist and leftist extermists 
and sectarian fighting in some 
communities. 


Egypt protests to Castro 
over nonaligned document 


CAIRO. Sept. 19 (AP) — A 
top-ranking Egyptian diplomat 
has condemned the final declara- 
tion of the sixth nonaligned sum- 
mit conference in Havana earlier 
this month as a“ poisoned plan. " 

A spokesman for the Egyptian 
Foreign Ministry said Tuesday Dr. 
Bulros Ghali. Egypt's minister of 
state for foreign affairs and its rep- 
resentative at Havana, sent a let- 
ter of protest to Cuban leader 
Fidel Castro. 


Contained in the final declara- 
tion of the conference, drafted by 
the pro- Soviet Cuban govern- 
ment, was an attack on the 
Egyptian- Israeli peace initiative. 

Egypt, a founding member .of 
the movement, was also placed on 
probation for three years. 

Ghali said Egypf s foreign pol- 
icy had been “ misrepresented" 
and denounced the ** abnormal 
measures" taken by the confer- 


cated by Turkish by-elections on 
Oct. 14 which are crucial to the 
Social Democratic government of 
Premier Bulent Ecevit. The pre- 
mier is not likely to risk arousing 
the anti-American feeling which 
pervades Turkey by agreeing with 
the U.S. position. f 

U.S. sources said Turkey 
wanted all bases to be run jointly 
by American and Turkish person- 
nel. The U.S. maintained Turkey' 
did not have trained personnel to 
help run the scanning stations at 
Sinop on the Black Sea coast. 

They said the Turks, anxious 
not to offend their oil producing 
Middle East neighbors, insisted on 
wording of the agreement which 
restricted the U.S. from using the 
bases for operations in the Middle 
East. The Americans wanted a 
looser phrasing. 

The sources said the question of 
aid was also a sticking point. The 
Turks were demanding military 
equipment over the next five years 
which they valued at $2.5 trillion. 

The U.S. was offering instead to 
continue the present level of aid, 
around $450 million a year, for the 
next five years, but mostly as 
economic assistance. 

Most of the bases were estab- 
lished in the early 1950’s when 
Turkey joined the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO). 
Turkey closed them in 1975 in 
retaliation for a U.S. arms 
embargo, imposed because of the 
1974 invasion of Cyprus. 

Israel to hold 
call-up exercise 
for reservists 

TEL AVIV. Sept. 19 (AP) — 
Israel will hold a call-up exercise 
in the near future for several 
thousand reserve soldiers, a 
spokesman for the military com- 
mand said Wednesday. 

The command said the exercise 
will be held to test the effective- 
ness of emergency call-up proce- 
dures for Israel's reserve forces. 

Code names for army units 
involved will be broadcast over 
radio and television and leaflets 
will be dropped from the air to 
notify reservists to report to their 
units.

DELHI — The man-eating tiger, once classed as vermin and 
hunted for profit and sport in India, has been recast as a hero. 

■ The government that once offered huge bounties for tiger skins are 
now paying millions of dollars to protect the tiger. It has been made 
India's national animal. 

The change in the tiger’s fortunes is part of the Indian govern- 
ment’s “Project Tiger.” Together with the World Wildlife Fund’s 
“Operation Tiger” it comprises the largest rescue operation ever 
mounted to save a single species. 

Beginning six years ago, when the tiger was on the verge of extinc- 
tion in India, its principal habitat, the Indian government has spent 
more than $ 4 million to set up 11 tiger reserves, from Assam in the 
north-east to Mysore in the south. About a quarter of the country’s 
tigers are protected within that area. 

The World Wildlife Fund has committed another $1 million in 
technical assistance and equipment to the project. Its effort is to save 
the tiger from extinction not only in India but in Nepal, Bangla d e s h, 
China and «lsn in Indonesia and Indochina. 

The number of tigers in India, which had dwindled from 40,000 at 
the turn of the century to 1,827 at the time of the first official census 
in 1 972, has rebounded to about 2,500, according to project officials. 

Some reserves are now reported to contain the maximum number 
they can accommodate. 

At the 1 70-square-mile Corbett Reserve in the Himalayan footh- 
ills, 165 miles north of Delhi, the tiger population has doubled, from 
44 in 1972 to 85 in a census taken last year. 

“We have nearly got too many now” C Singh, director of the 
reserve said. “We’ve had cases of fighting, and there is evidence of 
spillover into forest areas adjacent to the reserve ” 

After considerable debate within the force that set up the project, 
officials decided to concentrate all resources to protect the tiger in 
the few remaining areas where it was stiD strong and healthy. 

“There were many who felt we should concentrate in areas where 
the tiger was dying out, but with the species itself on the verge of 
extinction, it was decided to protect first those which were strong and 
in a good environment,” Singh said. 

In the reserves, the tiger was protected only passively, by prevent- 
ing any disturbance of its environment Some villages in the reserves 
were transplanted. 

“We don’t even dear out dead trees now” Singh said. 

According to Peter Jackson, until recently information director of 
the World WHdtifo Fund International in Switzerland, protection of 
the complete ecosystem has not been used before. 

“If • die first time it has been tried and it is working.” he said. 


“By saving the tiger, you also automatically protect his prey, 
animals as well as their habitat and everything that lives within it. it is 
as close to total environmental protection as you can get.” 

“The tiger,” Singh says, “is at the apex of its ecosystem. The tiger* s 
only enemy is man." 

This one enemy was nearly enough to wipe it out. Although killing 
a tiger had been the ultimate achievement in many Asian tribal 
societies, it was the invention of the rifle and the arrival of the British 
in India that started the tiger 1 s downhill slide. British officers and civil 
servants were urged to “bag your first tiger in your first year.” 

The Maharajas prided themselves on the number of tigers they had 
killed. A few boasted of shooting more than 1,000. A ban on tiger 
shooting was imposed in 1970. 

Poachers looking to sell tiger pelts also took a heavy toll, first 
raiding private forests and then defying the hunting ban. 

The expanding human population and the transformation of 
thousands of square miles of forest into farm land also robbed the 
tiger of its habitat. 

The tiger fared little better in Nepal and Bangladesh. In China the 
tiger was declared an obstacle to agricultural growth and was des- 
troyed as a matter of official policy. In todochina, defoliation of 
forests during the Vietnam War caused the death of many. 

In 1973, the World Wildlife Fund thought Aria’s tiger population 
was no more than 5,000, compared with more than 100,000 at the 
time of World War 1. 

But after a century of decline, there appears now to be genuine 
hope. Nepal has set aside three reserves; Bangladesh has established 
one and China is now committed to saving what remains of its tiger 
population. 

Under its new Five-Year Plan, India is doubting its financial com- 
mitment to Project Tiger, allocating more than $ 8 million for 1 979- 
1984. 

There are still pressures on the tiger that could quickly undo 
Project Tiger' s achievements. 

Poachers are still active, although they are now rare in the reserves. 

“I could obtain a half-dozen fresh tiger skins within three weeks," 
said Duleef Mathaii, a trustee of World Wildlife Fund India. “There 
is still an enormous surreptitious market here to serve the H— in 

Europe and the United States for coats.” 

Economics works against the tiger in another way. India's state 
governments lose valuable logging revenues from any land that is set 
aside as a tiger reserve. At Corbett, for example, the state of Uttar 
Pradesh loses nearly $ l million a year in forestry income, 

“We’ve come a long way in the post six years, bin it has been very 
slow and veiy hard,” Singh said. “To undo it would take no time at

Will the second year, just starting, of the Camp David agree- 
: ment be better than the first? The answer is probably that it will not. 

. For if the First year started with disagreement between the parties to 
; the agreement and lo the rest of the Arab states, the second is starting 
with disagreements among the parties themselves. 

The Israeli government has seen fit to mark the anniversary of 
Camp David by revoking the ban on private Israeli purchase of land 
in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. Egypt has already made its 
official rejoinder calling the move contrary to the spirit of Camp 
David and a further obstacle placed by the Israelis on the road to 
peace. 

The "road to peace" the Egyptians spoke of was already filled 
with obstacles before the Israelis "volunteered" to add this last one. 

; The rest of the Arab world does not see special significance in the 
: Israeli mo\e, realizing that few if any West Bankers or Gazans would 
• succumb to Israeli pressures to pan with their land. 

We have to recall that ali the money from the West which the 
Jewish Agency had at its disposal from the beginning of the century 
to 1 94N did not enable it to buy more than Five percent of Palestinian . 
land. Add to this the difference in Palestinian political consciousness ‘ 
between then and now and Israel's chances of success will appear slim 
indeed. 

If the move has any significance it is in so far as it demonstrates — if 
this indeed still needs demonstration — the intentions of Begin’ s 
government. Beyond any agreements they might choose to enter into 
or treaties they agree to sign, it is dear that the Israelis will subvert 
anything which falls outside their bilateral deal with Egypt over Siqfli. 
Any hint of a more comprehensive or just arrangement and the 
Israelis will blow the whole process out of the water. 

The Carter administration, despite its embarrassment at the 
Israeli moic. has made a rather limited and far from resol utc reply, in 
keeping with its own weakness and loss of self confidence. This wiD 
hardly make any difference to the Israelis. They have already shown 
their contempt for America's % iews of their acts, when they persisted 
I in their destruction o» South Lebanon while the Americans 
’‘objected." 

Israel's line on the Camp David ** process'' is obvious by now. It 
is that Egypt is lo accept finally and irrevocably the bilateral nature of 
the agreement, and that it concerns no more than yielding Sinai as the 
price for Egypt's defection from Arab ranks. Sadat will soon have to 
recognize the stark choice he is being offered. Accept the Israeli 
j position or recognize the bankruptcy of his “peace” and rejoin the 
Arab ranks. 

| LEBANON SUMMITRY 

The only result achieved by Lebanese President Elias Sarkis’ calls 
I for an Arab summit over the situation in South Lebanon is a moral 
| one. The culls have affirmed that the question of South Lebanon 
| concerns the Arabs as a whole and not just the Lebanese govern- 
ment. 

The Lebanese president is well aware that an Arab summit would 
not produce immediate results for the devastated south. He also 
knows that the Baghdad Summit of last year has already scheduled a 
summit for this November. His calls, tfierefore. could have had no 
other aim than that of reminding Arab leaders of their respon- 
I sibililics : and that it would be unfair to expect Lebanon by itself to 
| withstand the tremendous pressure applied by the Israelis there. 

The president has received diplomatic answers from Arab leaders, 
pointing in the main to the coming November summit as the proper 
forum for the required discussion. This does not reflect a will to 
| prevaricate on the pan of the rest of the Arabs, so much as a reminder 
ol the often repeated plea to Ihc Lebanese to take the matter of their 
own salvation into their own hands. Without this, ail outside help 
, would be useless. 

The Kuwaiii;, have been the frankest in their reply. Lebanon, they 
pointed out. has failed to implement the Beit El Decn agreements. 
What guarantee is there that a new agreement will be implemented ? i 

Resigned now to wait until November. Lebanese diplomacy will : 
try to make sure that the question of the south occupies the center of ' 
the coming summit. The aim will be to bring further pressure on the j 
Palestinians to keep their end of the south quiet, so that Israel is j 
denied the excuse for its still awaited major attack. 

It is rumored that the Lebanese tactic towards this will be to ask the 
rest of the Arabs either to guarantee cessation of Palestinian action in 
the south or agree on allowing the Palestinians free use of all Arab 
fronts for attacks on Israel. 

The question now. given the still tense situation in the south and 
Ezer Weizman’s recent threats of further action, iswill the November 
summit come too laic ? Israel still covets the waters of the Licani 
River. This is the real prize it is striving for. whatever the Lebanese, 
ihc Palestinians and the rest of the Arabs might do to calm the 


Salisbury’s 
economy in 
a shambles

SALISBURY 

Hungry tribes-people are reduced to earing grass 
seeds in war-tom border areas. 

While the political leaders of Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia play for time in London, their black coun- 
trymen are drifting closer to ruin. 

“ I don't think any of our leaders understand the 
aspiration of the people anymore," said a black 
party worker here as ibe Lancaster House constitu- 
tional conference limped on in London this week. 

A former supporter of Abel Muzorewa, the 
Prime Minister, he has now become totally disil- 
lusioned, a process which he claims has afflicted the 
bulk of Zimbabwean blacks. 

The process is fuelled not only by the escalating 
carnage, with the death toll from nearly eight years 
of war totalling 1 8,000 inside the countiy, including 
at least 8,000 black civilians. 

ft also stems from the realization that the war is 
eroding the foundation of the future through the 
wholesale destruction of health services, education, 
jobs and agriculture. 

Diseases which were once thought to have been 
beaten back by modern techniques, like sleeping 
sickness, are once again on the march through the 
collapse of tsetse fly control schemes destroyed by 
Patriotic Front guerrillas as symbols of government 
presence. 

The dry statistics of clinics and hospitalsclosed by 
the war in black rural areas reveal the loss of all 
health services for hundreds of thousands of tribes- 
people. Of the 64 hospitals run by missions, 24 per 
cent have been closed. Among government rural 
hospitals 12 of the original 57 are no longer func- 
tioning. No less than 158 of the 275 clinics run by 
black councils have been forced to dose, a propor- 
tion of 57 per cent 

Guerrilla-enforced closures of schools have left 
more than 300,000 primary school pupils from 
more than 1,000 schools without education. In the 
secondary sector, nearly 16.000 students from 58 
schools have been cut adrift to join the lengthening 
queues of unemployed. 

Agriculture, the mainstay of black society in the 
tribal trust lands which cover half of Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia, has been brought to the point of collapse. 

The guerrilla campaign against compulsory 
cattle-dipping has been a resounding success, so 
much so that a resurgence of thickborne diseases 
has resulted in the death of a million cattle, one- 
third of the total herd held in the reserves. 

This destruction of inflation-proof traditional 
wealth also means the loss of draught power for 
pulling ploughs. Of the 8,000 black farmers who 
earned a precarious living in the commercial, as 
opposed to subsistence sector, half have been 
forced to abandon their farms. 

According to Father Henry Wardale, the Jesuit 
Superior in Zimbabwe Rhodesia, the closure of the 
mission station at Mary mount, near the Mozambi- 
que border 120 miles northeast of Salisbury, has 
stopped the distribution of Red Cross food and 
medical supplies in the adjoining region. 

As a result, tribespeople have been left to scour 
the surrounding bush for grass seeds. The north- 
east of the country is not alone in its hunger. Condi- 
tions in Victoria province in the Southeast are said 
f by relief workers to be as bad;- 

The obvious source of food for tribal lands, the 
white-owned commercial farming sector, is no 
longer capable, because of the war. of filling the 
gap. Zimbabwe Rboddia, for long an exporter of 
maize, has had to start importing it from South 
Africa. 

The towns and cities, once a haven for the esti- 
mated 750,000 people displaced inside the country 
by the war, offer little succour, as the burgeoning 
squatter camps and their disease-ridden squalor 
testify. 

The influx of refugees into the cities has added to 
the social collapse, with teenage boys and girls turn- 
ing to crime. 

So close to catastrophe has the situation become 
that, even if the men sitting around the conference 
table were to agree upon peace tomorrow, it would 
be many years before Zimbabwe- Rhodesia could 
return to the level of pre-war prosperity. (QFNS) 



The inevitability of Teddy Kennedy

WASHINGTON 

The United States, contrary to previous reports; 
does possess a Royal Family. The past few days 
have at last seen the investiture of its previously 
reluctant crown prince. 

No one but Senator Edward Kennedy can mute 
match royalty* s effect upon entering a room. For a 
moment the whole place freezes; then there is a 
brief buzz of exdtment before the crowd surges in 
his direction with all the dignity of a tidal wave. 

So it was, at a star-studded party for Bob Hope in, 
appropriately enough, Washington's Kennedy 
Center for the Performing Arts. Hope suddenly 
found himself standing alone as the fickle fans 
deserted him. Tinned against the opposite wall, 
Kennedy quietly challenged President Carter to 
prove himself worthy of his office. 

America has been waiting 10 years for this 
moment. It was shortly after Richard Nixon's elec- % 
tion in 1968 that the first lapel buttons appeared, 
reading EMK 1972. For a decade Kennedy has 
flirted with the electorate, raising its hopes only to 
dash them again, carefully building himself enorm- 
ous stature in the process. 

Now, with a series of skilfully orchestrated 
moves, he has reached an apparent point of no 
return. The ‘ Draft Kennedy 7 movements burgeoing 
in 19 States were about to sag; they could not con- 
vince people their man would run. Then last 
weekend, in the words of the New Hampshire 
organiser. *We got our signal*. 

By announcing that his wife and mother would 
support him, Kennedy lit a fuse he cannot now 
extinguish. It will cause many minor explosions 
along the trail to the White House. Carter has 
vowed to fight to the bitter end. as a desperate hint 
that the nomination may not be worth having. ‘ It 
will’ sighed the Democrats' national chairman, 


John White, ‘be a bloody, mangling process. 

‘If the Massachusetts boys rake on the Georgia 
boys,' grinned former President Richard Nixon, L it 
will be the battle of the century.’ He should know. 

If journalists could interview flies on walls, blank 
checks would now be available for those in the 
White House family dining room on Friday, Sep- 
tember 7, when the president invited Ted Kennedy 
to lunch. 

The White House, to general hilarity, insisted 
that "politics were not discussed." Carter com- 
mented on only one report: that Kennedy had cal- 
led him‘‘a political cripple." “That,” said the Presi- 
dent, “is silly.” 

It is now known, however, that two weeks before 
ibe meeting Carter had sent.the senator a clandes- 
tine. message- Through intermediaries, Kennedy 
was told that the President would not withdraw. No 
matter how humiliating the early primaries, he was 
going to hang on in there. 

So it was in this knowledge that Kennedy went to 
lunch, and subsequently took his confident steps 
forward. There is method in this seeming madness. 
The 24 Democratic senators up for re-election next 
year want to run on a Kennedy ticket If anyone can 
bludgeon Carter into a dignified withdrawal, they 
can. 

Those senators have visions of empty polling 
booths if Carter is renominated. With Kennedy on 
the ballot, people will turn out in droves, whether to 
vote for or against They may lose the White House, 
they reason, but they would hold on to Capitol Hill. 

But would they lose the White House? Republi- 
cans are saying that a Kennedy candidacy would 
improve the nomination hopes of John Conn ally, 
whose charisma count obscures his array of re- 
defined right-wing positions. It would also improve 
the chances of Senator Howard Baker, a popular if 
lesser known moderate who could challenge Ken- 
nedy centre- stage. 


Hong Kong loses luster for China watchers 


Kennedy’ s popularity at present transcends poli- 
tics: he is portrayed in the polls simply as the l eade r 
America craves. Once a candidate, however, his 
long history of liberal positions, championing' 
minorities and kicking again big business would 
be ruthlessly analysed — at a time when America is 
perceived to be creeping rightwards. 

He will have difficulty winning over the South 
and the Mid- West — which be would no doubt woo, 
as did his brother John, with the choice of a relevant 
running-mate, possibly Senator Sam Nunn of 
Georgia. Kennedy has not waited this long to be 
defeated. 

Officially he is still biding his time, avowedly 
“considering” the pros and cons. Tactically this 
means that the ‘ Draft Kennedy* movements have 
no legal limits on their fund-raising. The longer 
their man 'disavows 1 them — which includes refus- 
ing to be photographed just yet with their leaders-*- 
' the greater the eventual onslaught will be. 

He seems likely to wait until November or 
December, continuing meanwhile a flow of hints 
k>ud enough to keep the money rolling in. He is not 
obliged formally to ‘announce’ until the end of the 
year, the closing date for registration as a candidate 
in the early primaries. 

Two consecutive statements, however, make H 
dear what his intentions are. He will feel it his duty, 
to run, he says, unless Carter can be seen to turn the 
economy around in the next month or two. Is that 
possible? In a word, says the senator, no. 

He could, of course, still back off. *‘Oh yes, that’s, 
quite possible said one of his senior Democratic 
colleagues in the Senate. “Come November, Teddy 
could get np and say to the people, “Look, Tv e 
thought about this thing. I’ve looked at it from this : 
way and that, and V ve decided to support President 
Carter* s renomination and campaign vigorously for ‘ 
his re-election.” 

“Sure be could do that But he won’t” — (OFNS)

HONG KONG — 

After three decades as the West’s window on 
China, Hong Kong is fast losing that distinction. 

The U.S. State Department bas begun to reduce 
its huge China-watching operation here and is shift- 
ing experienced analysts to the new American 
E mbassy in Peking. The e mb assy, its staff expanded 
by 50 per cent since the Carter administration rec- 
ognized China on New Year’s Day, is slated to 
become the primary American listening post; Hong 
Kong is being relegated to a backup position. 

American news media, long forced to monitor 
China from its perimeter, are also transferring their 
China- watchers to Peking. The two major Ameri- 
can wire services. Associated Press and United 
Press International, opened their Peking bureaus in 
April. Correspondents for four U.S. newspapers — 
including the Los Angeles Times — have just been 
admitted and are expected to be followed next year 
by other news otganiza lions, including the net- 
works. 

The Chinese capital has also become an academic 
mecca. The same professors and graduate students 
who once flocked to Hong Kong's research centers 
to interview refugees from the mainland are now 


wangling places in China's burgeoning scholarly 
exchange programs. 

U.S. officials in Peking report that about 250 
Americans will take up residence this fall in Chinese 
universities, either as teachers or students. 

Many American businessmen are also bypassing 
Hong Kong and heading straight for Peking. The 
largest transactions in the booming Sino- American 
trade, including a S I billion U.S. Steel deal and 
tentative agreements to build luxury hotels worth 
more than $ 500 million, were struck in Peking. 

The shift of American China-watchers and 
China-traders from Hong Kong to Peking is, to 
some extent, the natural byproduct of the new 
go verne mnt-to- govern ment relations. 

But Si no- American normalization also happened 
to coincide with the decisions of Mao Tse-tungs 
successors to open China’s borders to all outsiders. 
Over the past year the government of premier Hua 
Guofeng has admitted an unprecedented stream of 
foreign visitors, eased restrictions on the move- 
ments of foreigners and solicited joint busuessven- 
tures with the world's multinational corporations. 
For tourists and businessmen alike, a visa that once 
required months of negotiation to secure can now 
be had in an afternoon. 

China's relative openness, more than anything 


else, has eclipsed Hong Kong.” When you can walk 
through the front door, having a window on China 
no longer seems so necessary,” said a Hong Kong 
businessman who spends at least half of each month 
inside China. 

The lure of Peking is particularly strong these 
days because the ebb and flow of Chinese politics is 
once again visible in the streets. 

Working conditions in Peking have improved 
considerably for most foreigners. Peking-based dip- 
lomats report a new cordiality and warmth in their 
once-5tiff relations with Chinese officials. And 
Western-style comforts, from Time magazine to 
Australian lamb and beef, are now for sale in Pek- 
ing. To supplement the small shipments of Coca- 
Cola imported from Hong Kong and sold for$ l a 
■can, the Chinese have even begun to produce their 
own version of Cola, called “Qingdao Kele.” 

For U.S. journalists, the novelty of a Peking 
dateline was a powerful lure, drawing China- 
watchers both from Hong Kong and Tokyo. 

Despite Pe kings attractions, both scenic and 
sordid, not everyone is convinced that the shift of 
diplomats and journalists to Peking is wise. A vocal 
minority of China-watchers insists that it is still 
easier to find out more about what is going on inside 
China from the outside, in Hong Kong. 


“In terras of information, both quality and vol- 
ume, what’s available in Hong Kong is vastly 
superior to what’s available in China,” said John 
Kamm, Hong Kong representative for the National 
Council on U.S. -China Trade. 

Many news organizations agree with Kamm to 
some extent. The American wire services and at last 
one American newspaper are transferring corres- 
pondents from Hong Kong to Peking but are retain- 
ing offices and personnel in Hong Kong for back- 
stopping purposes. 

For scholars, Hong Kong certainly offers more 
academic freedom. “A China scholar can function 
here without censorship or interference, which isn't 
the case in Peking,” said a Hong Kong academician 
whose research center has been decimated by the 
exodus to China. 

For Western businessmen, it is still unfeasible to 
function permanently in Peking, many maintain. 

“It can take weeks just to reserve a room at the 
Peking hotel,” said Robert Adams, a banker and 
president of the American Chamber of Commerce 
here; “No office space is available so everyone 
camps out in hotels. Secretaries, telex machines, 
shopping facilities — all those things businessmen 
and their families take for granted — practically, 
don’t exist," he added. (1AT)

In an editorial answering what it 
called fake Egyptian newspaper 
allegations, Al -Medina said that 
the press in Egypt has lied when it 
claimed there is an extremist 
religious group in the Kingdom.

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India to hold general elections 
in late 1979 or early next year 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 19(AP) — 
India's caretaker Prime Minister 
Charon Singh says that elections 
will be held either in late 
December or early January, 1980. 

Singh Tuesday told reporters he 
would prefer elections in 
November. He dismissed reports 
that he would urge a delay of the 
poll. 

“ Policians who are spreading 
these rumors are evidently reluc- 
tant to face the people. Or they are 
planning to create some confusion 
in the country to, make the bolding 
of a poll impossible, " Singh said. 

He said the government does 
not intend to arrest its chief oppo- 
nent, former Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi. 

“ There is no proposal to arrest 
her and give her some political 
advantage. ” Singh added. 

Singh became prime minister 
last July after defections reduced 
Desafs Janata Party to a par- 
liamentary minority. Singh allied 
with the opposition Congress 
Party to form a coalition and won 
the backing of Mrs. Gandhi. 

However, Mrs. Gandhi with- 
drew her party's support on the 
eve on a confidence test last 
month. Singh resigned and 
recommended new elections to 


President Neelara Sanjiva Reddy. 

Reddy dissolved the parliament 
and ordered elections later this 
year but a date has not been 
announced. 

Meanwhile, a 25-year-old col- 
lege student was sentenced Wed- 
nesday to four yearn hard labor for 
attempting to assassinate Singh in 
his back yard last December. 

In announcing the verdict and 
sentence. Judge V.S. Aggarwal 
also found the student, Jai Narain, 
guilty of trespass.

Namibian 
reports of 
killing denied 

WINDHOEK, Sept. 19(AP)— 
The younger brother of the 
Ovambo homeland Minister of 
Justice was abducted from his vil- 
lage by a group of guerrillas but it 
was unclear whether he was killed, 
an official has said. 

Earlier Tuesday, the Soifth 
African Association quoted wit- 
nesses as saying that guerrillas had 
slit the throats of Onesmus Imbfli, 
31, and DaVtd Nan dago in front of 
.their families who were forced to 
watch. 

But Daan Oosthuizen, acting 
chief secretary of the Ovambo 
government, Tuesday said it was 
uncertain whether Imbili, the 
brother of Minister of justice Tara 
Imbili, was dead or alive. There 
was also no confirmation that 
Nandago had been killed at the 
village about five kilometers from 
Ondangwa. 

Poor communications made it 
difficult to reach the persons ear- 
lier described as witnesses. 

SAPA quoted Oosthuizen as 
saying that a 14- year- old youth 
had been shot dead by the guerril- 
las who had surrounded Imbilfs 
village before he was abducted. 

Oosthuizen said no further 
details on the incident were avail- 
able, but reported that the body of 
an Ovambo school teacher, 
abducted with hb children by 
guerrillas last Tuesday, had -been 
discovered, SAPA said. 

The children had been released 
and allowed to return home last 
Wednesday. 

Oosthuizen reportedly said tbe 
guerrillas had told the youngsters 
that if they did Dot see their father 
alive again within the next two or 
three days, -“yon might ay w el l 
forget about him"

Gulf team 
meeting 
Lloyds again 


ABU DHABI, Sept. 19 (R) — 
Lloyd's insurance underwriters 
and a Gulf delegation will meet 
again in London next Wednesday 
to discuss the terms and conditions 
of war risk insurance of ship hulls, 
the official Emirates news agency 
WAM said Wednesday. 

The two sides first met in Lon- 
don last Thursday to have Lloyds 
reverse its August 1 4 decision dec- 
laring the oil-rich Gulf a war zone 
and doubling the normal insur- 
ance cover to 0.05 per cent of a 
ship's value per year. 

But Lloyds said after the meet- 
ing that the new war risk pre- 
miums would remain, although 
this did not mean that they consi- 
dered the Gulf region a war zone.

Zaheri explained the OPEC 
countries were trying to "unify" 
natural gas prices and seeking to 
compare them with those charged 
for petroleum products. 

He added the experts prepared 
a report on gas pricing which 
would be included in that of 
OPECs Economic Commission 
going to the conference of OPEC 
ministers to be held in Caracas 
later this year. 

OPECs efforts to reach a 
uniform price for gas exported 
abroad coincide with repons of 
new substantial gas Finds in 
member countries. 

In the absence of a common 
OPEC price, some members have 
reportedly upped prices earlier 
this year. Kuwait increased its gas 
price for the second quarter of this 
year by four per cent to 127 dol- 
lars per metric ton. 

In March this year Abu Dhabi's 
National Oil Company announced 
discovery of a huge offshore 
natural gas deposit experts said 
was believed to be among tbe 
largest in the world. 

Saudi Arabia, along with 
Algeria among key gas exporters 
within OPEC so far, last 
December reported efforts to 
expand gas exports. 

Peiromin, the national organ- 
ization in charge of crude oil and 
natural resources, went on record 
as saying there were plans to step 
up the export volume of Saudi Gas 
to account for 30 per cent of the 
current world gas consumption. 

The most important gas expor- 
ter to date has been the Soviet 
Union shipping increasingly large 
amounts to Western countries.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19— A 
top U.S. energy executive said 
Tuesday it would be disastrous for 
the government to take over 
negotiating the price the United 
States pays for imported oil. 

“It is unlikely that any govern- 
ment organization could duplicate 
the efficiency of the private mar- 
ket in this area,” said David Bar- 
din, administrator of the energy 
department’s -economic regulat- 
ory commission. 

Instead, Bardin said, tbe: 
administration is preparing a 
“flexible’ import quota program

Karpov admits he may 
have to play Korchnoi 


MOSCOW, Sept. 19 (AP) — 
World chess champion Anatoly 
Karpov acknowledged Tuesday 
that he may ■‘theoretically” have 
to play again against Victor Korc- 
hnoi, his opponent in the world 
championships last year in the 
Philippines. 

Korchnoi, claiming he was 
deliberately upset by a hypnotist 
during the 32nd game of the 
championships, has filed suit in 
Holland — the 1978 headquarters 
of the International Chess Federa- 
tion — demanding that the match 
be replayed. 

The Soviet Chess Federation 
has already filed a letter with the 
Amsterdam court refusing to rec- 


ognize the court’s authority. Kar- 
pov, in an interview with the 
newspaperSo vetskaya Rossiya, left 
open the possibility of a new* 
match with Korchnoi. 

“Theoretically, at least theoret- 
ically, it is not impossible that I 
will have to play with Korchnoi.” 
Karpov said. He was discussing his 
future plans m the interview, and 
did not refer specifically to Korc- 
hnoi's lawsuit. 

Korchnoi claimed in his suit that 
Soviet psychologist Vladimir 
Zukhar incapacitated him after 
moving close to the players for the 
32nd game in Baguio City. Kar- 
pov won the game, retaining the 
world crown on a 6-5 tournament 
score.

Q>/ Progress seen at Rhodesia meeting

this week, although the parade of high- 
ranking foreign dignitaries to these pans 
seems to have abated after several weeks 
of pretty hectic goings on here and in Taif. 

That should give officials here — and 
reporters who are assigned to cover the 
visits — a chance for a well-earned brea- 
thing space.

One note to commuters — just because 
the new overpass at Palestine Road Circle 
seems to be open, doesn't mean that it is.

LONDON. Sept. 19 (R)— The Zimbabwe 
'Rhodesian delegation at Rhodesian peace 
talks Wednesday declared that it had made 
considerable progress with Britain over a new 
black rule constitution and that British 
agreement could be reached soon. 

The Salisbury team, including Prime 
Minister Abel Muzorewa and former white 
Premier Ian Smith, Wednesday met British 
conference chairman Lord Carrington, for 
two hours. 

Striking his delegation's first optimistic 
note at the 10-day-old conference. Foreign 
Minister David Mukome told reporters 
afterwards: "considerable progress has been 
made.” 

The British are moving towards us and we 
are moving towards them and there appears 
to be plenty of room for an accommodation 
with each other and ultimately arriving at an 
agreement. 

** We should arrive at a broad agreement 
(on a constitution) in the' very near future,” 
he decided. 

Lord Carrington later was due to meet Pat- 
riotic Front leaders, who have made agree- 
ment on a constitution for a legally indepen- 
dent .Zimbabwe contingent on accord on 
measures leading to fresh elections.

O’Neill now thinks Kennedy 
will seek presidency in 1980 


The award for enterprise this week goes 
to Peter Stelzyk, late of East Germany, 
who flew ro freedom in the West in a 
home-made hot air balloon. 

The balloon, made in 15 days by Stel- 
zyk' s wife and a friend, consisted of cur- 
tains and bedsheets carefully stitched 
together by the two women, and hot air to 
keep it aloft was generated from old cylin- 
ders of propane gas. 

Stelzyk’ s" up. up and away” creation 
got a total of eight people in two families 
across the tightly petrolled border. 

Ironically, the designer credits the East 
German authorities themselves with 
inspiring his escape. " The idea came to 
me when watching an East German televi- 
sion program on ballooning. ” he said 
after the craft touched down. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP) — 
Thomas P. O'Neill, speaker of the U.S. 
House of Representatives said Tuesday that 
recent comments by Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy have convinced him that Kennedy 
is considering a race for the 1 980 presidential 
nomination. 

In a related statement. Democratic 
National Chairman John C. White — a Car- 
ter ally — said a battle between Kennedy and 
President Jimmy Carter for their party’s 
nomination would not necessarily split the 
party. He predicted Democrats could unite 
behind the victor. 

White added that Carter is under some 
pressure to officially declare his candidacy 
soon, a formality that would allow Carter to 
get commitments of support from important 
groups before Kennedy can present himself 
as an option. 

The debate over a possible Caiter- 
Kennedy fight has dominated U.S. political 
news in recent weeks. Democrats who feel 
Carter’ s handling of U.S. economic problems 
have urged a Kennedy candidacy and most 
pollsters predict Kennedy could beat Carter 
in the 1980 election. 

O' NeilT s statement Tuesday represented a 
quick turnabout from his earlier predictions 
that Kennedy would not seek the Democratic 
nomination. Over the weekend, O’Neill, a 
fongtime Kennedy ally, said he had "strong 
feelings" that Kennedy would not run. , 

White's statement that a Kennedy-Carter 
battle would not necessarily split the party 
marked a similar reversal. 

The Democratic Party chairman had said 
earlier that a Kennedy effort to unseat Carter 
in the primaries would virtually assure victory 
for the Republican candidate in the general 
election. 

But White took a different tack after meet- 



urity forces. 

Britain and the Patriotic Front insist that 
the whites must give up their right to block 
constitutional change as well as their 
privileged position on the commissions. 

Earlier the Rhodesian peace conference 
had been approaching a crisis with Muzorewa 
threatening to quit unless his team reached a 
breakthrough over a new constitution with 
Britain within three days. 

At the close of the ninth day of the confer- 
ence Tuesday night, Muzorewa’ s men were 
calling Patriotic Front guerrilla peace prop- 
osals laughable and were describing them- 
selves as frustrated at lack of progress. 

Informed British sources said Britain, the 
conference chairman, was also disappointed 
over Patriotic Front plans for a transition to 
legal independence. “They are a recipe for 
paralysis,” one stated. 

Britain, these sources said, felt the guerril- 
las were seeking power for themselves. This 
view was shared by the Salisbury team. 

"There is no way we can get together with 
the front,” a Muzorewa official said. “They, 
want power and we have power and power is 
indivisible.” 

The conference Wednesday entered a 
series of bilateral negotiations between the 
British delegation, led by Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington, and the Muzorewa team 
and between Britain and the Patriotic Front. 

Patriotic Front plans for a transition to 
majority rule, unveiled Tuesday, provided 
for U.N. supervision of new elections and an 
eight-man governing council in which the 
guerrillas would occupy half the seats. Britain 
and the Muzorewa government would share 
the other half. 

Informed British sources said the London 
government felt that this would give the 
Front a built-in advantage and said the Brit- 
ish could not accept being included in the 
same category as the Muzorewa administra- 
tion. 

The sources said Britain also objected to 
the introduction of the United Nations and 
stated that Commonwealth beads of state at 
last month's Lusaka summit, which cleared 
the way for the constitutional conference, 
had agreed that Britain would supervise fresh 
elections. 

“The Front plan gives the appearance of 
being moderate but is really aimed at seeking 
power for the guerrillas during the transi- 
tion,” one British source said. “The plan 
poses serious problems.”

Security is better in France. But the real 
danger comes from the famous Gallic 
“free for alT on the streets. Cars overtake 
each other whenever and however they 
like. Drivers scream and swear and treat 
other like Mood-enemies. 

In Italy, driving is just as dangerous and 
the drivers as noisy. Except that tt is usu- 
ally good-humored noise. Cabmen think 
nothing of stopping to pass the time of day 
with a friend, with the passenger fuming in 
the back. No pretty girl is passed without 
explosive “ audio- visual" appreciation of 
her charms. The driver might suddenly 
remember he has to deliver a message to 
his aunt. You might miss that plane out of 
Rome, but you are sure to get your 
money’s worth out of the taxi ride. 

Cairo taxi-drivers .. but no. We’ll leave 
them alone for fear of accusations of bias 
against the curiously static “peace pro- 
cess.”

The Nuclear Fuel Services, Inc., atomic fuel fab- 
rication plant at Erwin, Tennessee, was ordered 
closed after reporting the loss of at least 9 kilograms 
of “high-enriched” uranium. 

NRC spokesman Frank Ingram said the “high- 
enriched” uranium can be used to make atomic 


iai is missing, saying the information is classified. 

But under licensing arrangement, the company is 
required to re port the loss of 9 kilograms or more of 
highly enriched uranium and shut down for inven- 
tory within 72 hours. Material is inventoried every 
two months. 

In this case, the NRC did not allow the 72-hour 
deadline to run its course, but stepped in immedi- 
ately to ordera shutdown until the material can be 
found.
